Maly"s New War Taxce. 


Italy’s new war taxes, te be ap- 
plied, beginning next June, are ©x- 
pected to bring spwards of forty mil- 
lion dollars. The heaviest tax, ap 
parently, is intended to fall on man- 
ufacturers of war supplies, to the ex- 
tent of 60 per cent. on profits earned 
over 20 per cent. of invested capital. 
An additional tax of three-tenths of 
one per cent. is levied on the for- 
eign companies doing business in 
Italy. Another heavy tax falls on 
property-owners. A direct tax of 
five per cent. monthly is to be paid by 
owners of apartment and tenement 
houses, or on rented houses. A 
small direct tax is imposed on all 
soldiers and officers who, though 
mobilized, do not form part of the 
active fighting troops, and another 
tax is imposed on men who perform 
no military duty because of ili-bealth 
or other reasons.

In the estima- 
tion of the Japanese he ranked with) 
Ficld-Marshal Prince Yamagata, the 
victor of the Japanese war with. 
China, a decade prior to the Russian | 
war, and like Yamagata and most of 
the other great Japanese cenerais, 
he waa by birth a samurai of the’ 
mighty Satsuma clan, instinct with 
the self-eacrificing chivalry and valor 
which were the key-note of feudal, 
Japan. He was born in the thir.) 
teenth year of Tempo (1842), and he- 
saw his firet active service as a cap- 
tain under his cousin, Count Saigo 
Takamori, in the rebellion against 
thé Shogunate which liberated the 


Adikado and led to the re-establish- 


ment of Imperial, and eventually 
constitutional, rule, in Japan. 

In 1870 Oyama was sent by the 
Japanese Government to Prussia to 
study the German army organization, 
and he was with von Moltke 
throughout the Franco-Prussian War 
wntil after the siege of Paris. Upon 
his return to Japan he was appointed 
Vice Minister of War, and charged 
especially with the reorganization of 
the Japanese army. In 1877 came 
the Satsuma rebellion, again led ‘by 
his cousin Count Saigo, against the 
Emperor this time. It was the last 
expiring breath of the haughty clan 
spirit, which had found the Shogun- 
ate too powerful for comfort and, 
having dethroned this system, now 
turned against the Emperor who had 
been set up in its place. Oyama was 
a great admirer of his cousin, but 
he did not shrink from heading a 
brigade of infantry in the fierce 
struggles which quelled the revolt, 
at a cost of 20,000 lives and $59,- 
000,000, Q 

At the termination of the rebellion 
he Was promoted lieutenant-general 
and appointed Chief of the General 
Staff. In 1880 he became Mimister 
of War. When war with China 
broke out in 1894 he was appointed 
to command the Second Army, which 
was sent against Port Arthur and 
Wel-hal-weil. His campaign was cos- 
sidered by European military experts 
to have been perfect. 

In the Russo-Japanese War ome 


again distinguished himeelf. 


tactics which were almed to flank 
and crush the Russian army would 
have ended the war much more 
quickly if they had succeeded. It is 
held by army officers that Oyama’s 
plan was flawless, but because of lack 
of sufficient superiority in men and 
guns he was unable to perfect his 
turning movement to the intended 
maximum, which would have involy- 
ed. the practical destruction of the 
Russians: and Kuropatkin was able 
to withdraw in time, taking with him 


his wounded and most of his artil- 


lery. 

Oyama sent orders to Nogi to force 
the pace at Port Arthur, that he 
might be released to come to the as- 
sistance of his brother-generals, and 
called upon the Imperial Government 
for reinforcements. In less than a 
month the Russian army, with its 
morale intact, assumed the offensive 
against him, but Oyama ewittly 
ehecked this move, vesumed the of- 
fensive himself, and swept the Rus- 
sians back across the Sha River to 
their base around Mukdea. Again, 
however, be was hampered by lack 
of sufficient numbers te «drive the 
blow home, and the approach of cold 
weather induced him to intrench and 
go into winter quarters. aie * 

‘In the meantime, Nogi, in the face 
et heavy losses, was wearmmg down 
Pert Arthur’s resistance, and. the 
fortrene capitulated on January 2, 
1905. His army was railed to the 
front before Mukden as rapidly as 
together with a ifth army 
organized in Japan. By mid-Feb- 
ruary Oyama had more than 310,000 
effectives, just about the number 
Keropatkin could rely "pon. On 
February 26 the great battle of 
Mukden began.

Kven after he 
retired trom the army he was an 
active power in Japanese affairs. His 
outlook abyvays was thoroughly west- 
ern, and with his wife, who is a 
graduate of Vassar in the class of 
1882, he worked to develop the old 
Samurai spirit along lines of modern 
enterprise and endeavor.

prominent literary man in Boston |

tinent every year, arranging them | 
according to merit. There are about | 
fifty out of several thousand that are i 
hrecorded first rank every twelve 
|months. Last year Norman Duncan 
| wrote two of these, a fact that speaks | 
| for itself of his literary skill. Still | 
| it is not for his short stories that | 
| Norman Duncan is known best on | 
this side of the line. : 
It is as a writer of boys’ books | 
i that Norman Duncan will be remem- | 
bered. Boys are as difficult to map- | 
age successfully in literature as in | 
| life, says a writer in The Toronte | 
|News. Very few writets have suc: | 
|eeded in developing their boy-char- | 


| acters in an altogether satisfactory | 


| way. Kipling gives us little savages, 
and Dean Farrar gives us little 
aaints. Boys as a general thing are 
neither the one nor the other. No 


The uw, -| popular writer has succeeded better 


with his boys than the brilliant 
young Canadian whose call into the 
other life came so suddenly on, the 
Fredonia golf links a few days ago. 
It was said of Henry Ward Beecher 
that he was an eternal boy. This may 
well be said of Norman Duncan. His 
love for boys, especially for unfor- | 
tunate street urchins, manifested it- 
eelf in a very pronounced way during 
the years he spent at the University 
of Toronto. The street Arabs all 
knew him, and looked upon him ase 
friend to whom they could flee for 
refuge at any time, who wanted to 
help them, not only to get out of the 
hands of the cop, but to make some- 
thing good of life. 

“Every book Norman Duncan 
wrote contains an interesting boy- 
character. Davy Roth, in “Dr Luke,” 
is one of the most interesting boys 
of literature. The bleak, rugged 
shores of Labrador waken a ques- 
tioning spirit in the boy’s heart as 
to why God made so many rocks and 
so little soll, As he grows older he 
comes to understand life better, al- 
though he can never get beyond the 
mystery which lurks at the heart of 
things. 

Litle Dannie in ‘The Cruise of the 
Shining Light,” creepe into our 
hearts from the start, as into the 
heart of old Nicholas Top of Twist 
Tickle whose chief object in life was 
to make a bit #f a gentleman out 
of the boy he loved so much. When 
Dannie was tucked into his little bed 
at night and old Nicholas sat by his 
side out of sheer loneliness, what in- 
teresting talks they had together. A 
host of readers have sat by that little 
bed and listened with a tender touch 
of emotion to the old man's efforts to 
give the child a peep into larger life. 

Who can ever forget Billy Hallor- 
an, the little Irish boy, in “The Soul 
of the Street’—the poor, helpless 
cripple in a wretched tenement in 
the most squalid part of New York 
City, whose only friend in the world, 
except the old Syrian in the next 
room, was a twisted, scrawny, pale 
little plant like himself which he 
loved very dearly. When the old 
Syrian, in telling the boy the story 
of Saint George and the Dragon, 
comes to the part where Saint George 
rides against the Dragon, crying, 
‘The Lord for George and the Lady,” 
the child asks: “Who is the Lord?” 
The old man stared at Billy, with a 
great sorrow in hie eyes. “Oh, do 
you not know, my boy? He is our 
Heavenly Father.” 

Billy Topsail of Ruddy Cove, New- 
foundland, is Norman Duncan’s last 
boy. We cannot help a bit of heart- 
ache as we say this, for this bril- 
liant writer of whom Canadians are 
ao proud, will mever create for us 
another of his lovable boy-characters. 
Through three books—‘“The Adven- 
tures of Billy r= “Billy Top- 
sail and Co.,” and “ Topsail, M, 

omewe follow the boy as he de- 
velops all the finer qualities of soul, 
in a life of stirring adventures in a 
land of hardship and peril till he 
reaches a strong and beautiful man- 
hood of service. It would be hard 
to find in the literature of the boys’ 
world anything so wholesome and in- 
spiring as Norman Duncan's boys’ 
books, 


A Tribute to Our Men. 


M. Rene Cilaert, burgomaster of 
Ypres, has paid the following tribute 
to the men of Canada.
